CONKLING CORRECTED. 


Roscoe Conkling, in his letter to 
Governor Cornell, makes the following 


statement: “Mr. Fish, son of the} 


former distinguished 9 of 
State, had, in deference to an ient 
practice, -placed his position at the 
disposal of the new Administration, 
but was ready to remain at his post if 
desired to do so.” The Diplomatic 
Bureau of the State Department gives 
the following as the facts in the case: 
Fish, on the 18th of February, 1881, 
wrote Secretary Evarts, saying that he 
must decline to remain longer at his 
post, and enclosed his rgsigoation. 
The 7th of March Fish addressed a 
letter to Secretary Blaine, asking to 
be relieved from duty. The resigna- 
tion was accepted, and a note of 
accnowledgement for faithful duty 
‘gent Fish by Secretary Blaine. Learn- 
ing a short time afterwards that while 
Fish was unwilling to stay in Switzer- 
land, he might possibly desire still to 
remain in the Diplomatic Service,Secre- 
tary Blaine telegraphed him April 4th 
asking him to go to Denmark, General 
Badeau having declined that mission. 
Fish replied by cable, declining Den- 
mark, fer the reason that he desired 
promotion. Ia reference to Cramer's 
appointment as Fish’s successor in the 
‘Swiss mission, it is learned this was 
done in answer to a personal request 


of General Grent.
